Greek Premier Constantlne Karamanli.s told a group of 
visitinfr news editors, 'X^reeks " demand that the Uriitfed 
States, which leads the world, intervene decisively in the 
quarrel." 

"If the United States refuses to use its power to discipline 
the western world in favor of 



justice and liberty, one may 
be concerned about iJie future of 
the free world." he said 

Greece earlier today called off 
nation-wide anU-Britlsh demon 
stratlons when a church leader 
warned that communist elements 
were planning to create trouble dur^ 
Ing the meetings. 

Karamanlis said the West's policy 
as regards the future of the strategic 
Mediterranean tsland "l.s spreading 
butter on Russia's toast, 

"Russia will try to exploit It," he 
said. 

The handsome prime minister, 
answering Questions from a group of 
visiting American editors, said the 
United States should aid In seeking 
a solution lo Cyprus because this 
Issue threatens to take Greece away 
from the Western world. 

Cyprus itself was reported omi- 
nously quiet, with a general stilke 
al an end. Anti-British activity was 
small. A few bombs were thrown bul 
nothing on the scale that was ex- 
pected as a protest against the de- 
portations of Archbishop Makarlos 
Friday. 

Observers in Nicosia said the stiff 
British crackdown after the arrest 
and deportation of Makarlos was 
largely responsible for putting a 
clamp on large - scale operations 
against the British.

March 12 Itfl-The 
senate's Democratic leader predicted 
today that "nobody's going to be 
happy" with the new farm bill now 
that It is shorn of rigid high price 
supports.

The Mreening process began In 
1050. Since then, the coast gunrd 
haa screened and cleared H30,465 aP' 
plications by merchant .lenmcn for 
port security card.v It denied 1.838 
appllcation.s, and applications are 
pending on appeal Against denial. 

An even 398^00 longshoretneo 
have been screened, cleared'and hate 
received their security credential*. 
The coaat guard denied 1,066 appli- 
cations and there are 64 on appeal, 
The U. S. court of appeals in the 
ninth circuit (San Francisco) held 
the screening proceM to be unconsti- 
tutional. The department of Justice 
has until March 3fl to appeal the 
decision. If no appeal Is taken, the 
present security system for merchant 
seamen and longshoremen [r finish- 
ed. 

The court found against the se- 
curity system because IndlvlduaLi 
Rcreened were not Informed of the 
source of the charges brought against 
them. It might be passible to inter- 
pret the opinion to mean that an 
Individual being screened also must 
be brought face to face with any 
individual challenging his patriot- 
ism. 

Vice Adm. Alfred C. Richmond, 
coast guard commandant, explained 
to a house appropriations subcom- 
mittee last January: 

"The source of the Information Is 
rarely In the hands of the coast 
guard. We obtain it from other 
agencies and the other agencies will 
not make that Information available 
for disclosure." 

Most of the information against 
subversive Indivlduah comes from 
the FBI which does not permit In-, 
spection of Its Illes nor often reveal 
the identity of its informants. Every 
President and congress has upheld 
the FBI on those two points since it 
was organized In 1D24 under the di- 
rection of J. Edgar Hoover. There 
has been adverse criticism. But no 
on^ has come up with a method by 
which the FBI could open its flies 
or identify Ita Informants and stay 
In business,

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THE TWO-PARTY SYSTEM 
Politicians usually extol the two-party .sys- 
tem most vigorously when 'they are out ol 
office, since without )t they'd have no hope 
of getting back. Those already In aren't too 
ready to concede that the state or nation 
might ever need anybody else. 

Privately, however, all but the most rabid 
partisans, whether In or out of office, know 
that the two-party system operates uniquely 
to meet this country's shifting needs. 

As the years pass old problems are solved 
and new ones arise. The popular mood runs 
from demanding sweeping change to asking 
for a quiet period of consolidation. 

Sometimes parties and candidates are 
shrewd enough not only to see the change but 
to adapt themselves to U. When they can 
manage this, they often can hold onto politi- 
cal power longer than they othcrwl-se might. 
But sooner or later every party runs into an 
altered mood or a new batch of problems 
which It Isn't equipped to deal with. 

When the Democrats took office under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt In 1033, they were the 
big broom sweeping hard. Abrupt change.? 
were made and the people approved. Then 
slowly the mood grew more cautious, and It 
was reflected In Republican congressional 
victories In 1938 which helped check further 
^weeping action. 

! Had war not loomed In 1940, the election 
istory might haye been different. 
; But guesswork on that score Is foolish, since 
war and Its prelude brought' a host of totally 
jiew problems and the Democrats convinced 
Amorlcan voters once again that their parly 
had the best answers. 
: It was the same In 1044. 
' By 1048 many things had changed. Two 
years earlier people had showed strong signs 
pf wanting new leadership. But then doubts 
developed, and the voters turned back to the 

femocrats for the fifth strfitght time. 
!Not uhtir 1952, when the magnetic person 
pllty of Dwlght D. Elsenhower put a different 

a ant on things and a fresh cup of pnbblems 
ke the Korean war developed, did Americans 
finally cast the Democrats aside and vote (or 
OOP leadership In the white House, 
i .' Most observers think the people voted the 
Riepubllcah'il In^nbt only to dea! with tbelr'tisw 
problems but to earn a "quiet time," a period 
irrce from too much change and internal 
Btrlfe. Such a period would allow for consoll- 
, dating gains, for tidying up, for adjusting 
balance between various conflicting forces. 
: Tho historians might very likely say that 
Presjdent Elsenhower has accomplished these 
things, haa brought stability and calm and 
unity Into American life. 

But 'of course 'the problems do not stop 
developing, no matter who holds the White 
House. 

' Tho Soviet challenge has changed from 
military to economic. The farmer ha.'i fallert 
on poorer times. 

; Tho nation's growth has posed countless 
difficulties in housing, schools, hospitals, 
highways. 

As always, the people want solutions. Few 
Republicans who understand the ways of the 
voter could Imagine he would be ^content 
indefinitely with "stability" when difficulties 
are piling up. 

The 1056 election naturally will show how 
great the popular pressure for new solutions 
may or'may not be. Any party wanting to play 
It safe' had best be prepared not merely with 
promising answers for the future, but with a 
record of action.

Future dams In the northwest may also be turned 
over to private Interests. Both congress and the budg- 
et bureau may require the public power enterprises to 
set up ft more realistic 8y3tem ot figuring profits, taxea 
and losses, which may force them to Increase their 
rates. 



ECONOMIC CHANGES HELP IKE — Economic 
changes also have helped the Elsenhower - McKay 
coup. Tho lower costs of steam -genera ted electricity 
In arena nearer to ronrkcls and transportation facili- 
ties have made hydroelectric less attractive lo many 
groat Industries. 

Bonneville power, for Instance, sells for 3.J mllla 
per kilowatt hour. But coal-operated ploiite In the 
Olilo valley can provide electricity for four mills per 
kilowatt hour. With cheaper water transportation 
and proxirolly to consuming centers in the middle 
west and east, the lour-mlU rate Is economically pref- 
erable Ui the public power charBo In tha remote 
northwest. • 

Two great Industries, tor these rca-sons. have passed 
up the northwest to locate In the middle west. They 
are tho OUn-Mathleson Chemical compony and the 
Kaiser Aluminum and Chemical company. Kaiser 
was ft HooBcvelt friend, and once a keen new dealer on 
public power. Other Industries are expected to locate 
their planla alongside middle west coal mines. '

ANOTHER PROJECT'S EFFECT — Tlie upper 
Colorado river project, an Elsenhower proposal, also 
will alter the politico-economic map. It will (umteh 
power and Irrigation for new Industries and food pro- 
ducers In UUh, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico and 
Arteona. The area Is rich In minerals, especially 
uranium, that have lain undeveloped for years. 

These shifts may have a two-fold political effect, 
since politics and economics are so Intertwined. The 
public power Issue may no longer be such a Democratic 
asset In the northwest. And-ll Industry heads Into th* 
states benefitting from the- upper Colorado Improve- 
ment, they may feel gratitude to the OOP. They have 
bean Inclined toward the Democrata in recent years. 

Thus, through a minimum ot legislation but a rnd- 
lonl change In attitude and' odmlnlatrative ectlon, Ike 
has revised what TOR regarded as one of his greatest 
domestic refer™ and achievements. And the public 
power telle may go the way ol old-fashioned larlffa 
and prohibition.

TIME TO ppESERVE NATUIIAL SCENIC WONDERS 
Another battle over the big springs In Snake river 
canyon looms. Now, various towns and orgsnlzatlona 
are opposing diversion o( water from Crystal and 
Nlagam springs to land In the Bruneau desert. Some 
fifteen ycant ago public opinion prevented power plants 
which would hav* taken the water of both springs and 
the water In Box Canyoli,' farther down the river. 

In the fight against diversion o( water from the 
scenic attractions, fqr power, the Idaho Power ctjin- 
pany bowed to publloi opinion and dropped lis attempt 
to use the springs. ' ' 

The present application for filing on the springs 
may be harder to beat since the water ts to be used 
for Irrlgfltlon. Because h'lgatlon Is one of the favored 
projects for water to Idaho. 

Nevertheless, tho some arguments hold true. The 
wonderful springs, gushing from the canyon wall and 
cascading lijto the river, are a main scenic attraction 
In southern Idaho. Uncounted numbers of people visit 
the area each month, for recreation and for flshlnc. 
The land between the two springs has been purchased 
by the Ilsh and game depaiOraent and the commu^ 
nltles In the area are endeavortog to Improve roads 
|and grounds to develop the slt« for local and tourist 
'Interest. 

Kventually, If the sprlngt are not molested, a scenic 
canyon road or highway will follow the river canyon 
Its full length-past the Blue Lakes, past tlie big 
springs and past the old stage coach station and can- 
yon ascent to the Thousand Springs area In Haccr- 
man valley. 

And also. In the future, since the Thousand Sprlnea 
power development Is more or less a minor part of 
the power company's assets, the plants at Thousniid 
Springs rooy be considered more valuable sj natiii.-il 
nltrnctlona than (or power, and the power plants mnv 
hp removed. •

Most of McKay's top aides and

It Is turning church members 
against each other, pitting clergy- 
men against theh' congregations, 
rousing community anger at minis- 
ters whoylde with the Negro on any 
aspect of Integration. 

There are those who feel that II 
true racial equality Is ever to come 
In the South It must certainly come 
early In the houses of Christianity. 

There are others who are deter- 
mined to lieep the churches raclaUy 
separate. They say the Negroes 
themselves definitely prefer to wor- 
ship In their own churches, with 
their iwn race and In their own 
"accp=rpnted rituals. This group t«-ln 
the vast majority. 

The plain fact la that, right or 
wrong, there has been no real at- 
tempt by Protestant religious groups 
to attempt Integration. 

The Roman OathoUc church Is an- 
other matter and the fiercest religi- 
ous light over the problem Is now at 
(ever plloh here In Now Orleans, a 
city with large Catholic population 
and Influence. 

A pronouncement has come out 
from Archbishop Joseph L. Rummel, 
highest Catholic authority In thii 
area, that setregatlon Is a mortal 
sin and that parochial schools under 
his Jurisdiction will be desegregated. 
Earlier he closed a rural parish 
which refused to accept a Negro 
priest.

Access Road Bid 
Backed by Solon 

WASHINaTON, March 13 (*— A 
IS-year, B72-mllllon-dollar program 
for Improving access roads In na- 
tional forests was proposed today by 
Senator Morse, D., Ore. 

A bill he Is Introducing also 
would set up a throe-mlUon-dollar 
revolving fund to permit access road 
construction tn Indian tlmberlands 
repayable from timber revenues. 

Mainline access roads would be 
built by the government through 
bids from private road contractors. 

Morse said this provision would 
open up more timber sales for com- 
petitive bidding, thus Increasing 
revenues to the government. At 
present, whore roads are built by 
the timber purchasers and costs 
deducted from the price paid for 
the timber, "many operators cannot 
bid for large sales wlUi costly road 
requirements," the senator said.

Most Protestant churches have 
treaded gingerly around the Issue or 
acted a) thought It were not there. 
A number of church boards have 
met quietly, pondered the problem 
and decided privately to stay segre- 
gated and say nothing. Some de- 
nominational groups, notably the 
Southern Presbyterian assembly, 
have declared themselves against 
segregation In principle. 

It Is Important to note that Negro 
church groups themselves are bring- 
ing little real pressure for Integra- 
tion. Memphis Negroes voted down 
ajltoposed merger of white ond Ne- 
gro mlnUterUt aisoclatlons on 
grounds that already "racial ani- 
mosity has become so Intenae that 
at times it has been explosive." 

The flareups have come In cases 
where Individual white ministers 
aUgned themselves on the side of the 
Negroes, In most places where 
clergymen have tjiken a positive 
stand for Integration, reaction has 
been swift. !

WASmNGTON. March 12 (IB- 
Ninety- six southern congresamtn 
threw their powerful «upporl today 
behind "all lawlul means" to upset 
the supremo court's school segiegS' 
tlon decision. 

In a Qtrongly worded "declaration 
of constitutional principles," the 19 
senators and 77 house members last 
night denounced the ruling as 
"clear abuse of Judicial power" yiat 
has sown "hatred and ausplcl 
throughout the South. 

They commended states for lawful 
attempts to resist Integration but 
called for all cltlsena to "scrupulous, 
ly refrain from disorder and lawless 
acts." 

Stroxix Conviction 

The statement was considerably 
milder than the original draft which 
some southern lawmakers refused to 
' sign. But It was one of the strongest 
criticisms of the high court by 
group of congressmen In recent 
years. It was to be presented In both 
houses today by Sen. Walter F. 
George, D., On., and Rep. Howard 
W. Smith. D.. Va. 

In Ihe declaration, the southern 
era said "we pledge our.selves to use 
all lawful means to brine about 
reversal of this decision, which Is 
contrary to the Constitution, and to 
prevent the use of force In Its Im 
plementatlon." 

Contention Stated 

They contended that the court 
had no constitutional authority for 
Its ruling and accused the high 
tribunal of "unwarranted exercise ol 
power" that Is "creating chaos and 
confusion In the states principally 
affected." They warned that the 
public school systems of several 
states may be destroyed by "outside 
agitators . . . threatening Immediate 
and revolutionary chnnge.<i." 

The weight of the declaration li 
shown clearly by the positions of 
power many of Its sponsors hold In 
congress. They Include the chairman 
of nine standing senate committees 
and one special committee. Many ol 
the house's more prominent figures 
■re also signers. 

The 08 signers represented 11 
states. Included were complete house 
and senate delegations from Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, South CaroUna and Vir- 
ginia. Part of the Florida, North 
Oarolisa, Tennessee and Texas dele- 
(■tlons also signed. 

S Didn't Sign 

From ths trtdiUontl "old South," 
only Bens. Bates Keftuver, D., Tenn., 
and Albert Gore, D., Tenn., and 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson, Tex., failed to sign in 
the Upper chamber. Johnson said he 
wu not consulted because he' Is the 
party's floor leader. However, four 
house members each from Texas and 
Tennessee nere, among the signers. 

Kefauvpr said he did not sign the 
manifesto because the "supremp 
court must be the final authority ah 
constitutional questions" and "its de 
cialon now la the law of the land and 
must be followed."

Limits Sought 
On Lands for 
'Withdrawals' 

WASHINGTON, March 12 an — 
Rep. Olalr Bngle, D„ Calif., aaid to- 
day he will sponsor legislation to set 
a limit of 6,000 acres on tracts of 
public land that federal depart- 
mentf can take over without con- 
gressional action. 

Engle pointed out that an agency 
at present can take over tracts of 
any size. Huge so-called "wlthdrow- 
ala" have been made recently In his 
congressional district to the detri- 
ment of grazing, mining and other 
uses, he said. i 

Engle Is chairman of the house 
Interior committee which has been 
looking Into military withdrawals of 
public land In California, Nevada. 
New Mexico and other western 
states. He said he plans to Introduce 
two other bills to change the with- 
drawal procedure. 

1. Require direct return of pub- 
lic tracts to the Interior department 
when the withdrawing agency is 
through with them. Under present 
procedure, the general aervlces ad- 
ministration can dispose of the 
tracts. Engle said this could lead to 
"secret skulduggery." 

3. Require a notice of withdraw- 
al be published In the federal regis- 
thig uses which can be made 
land in spite of the reserva- 
tion. Kngle mentioned such uses as 
grating, mining, lumbering and 
bunting and fishing.

Indians Hear 
Pakistan WiU 
Not Open Tiff 

NEW DELHI, India, March IJ tfl— 
Secretary of State Dulles wotmd up 
a world review with Prime Mhiister 
Nehru Saturday and sought to ss> 
sure Indians the United States would 
not tolerate Pakistani aggression 
against this country. 

Pakistan receives U. S. military 
aid and many Indians have been 
convinced Pakistan is accepting the 
arms to use sgalnst India hi the 
bitter dispute between the two 
countries over Kashmir. 

"India should be confident that 
Pakistan will not use arms for sg< 
gresslon." Dulles told a new* confer- 
ence. "If Pakistan did. Its govern- 
ment knows It wouK^ean a quick 
ending of good relatlocKbetween the 
United States and Pakistan. 

"^d the United States would be 
on India's side If the matter was 
brought before the United Nations. 
Meet in Private 

Dulles and Nehru met In private 
for four hours yesterday and two 
today. The American told corre- 
spondents he saw "no occasion for 
any change In our policies toward 
each other." He said he considered 
those policies basically friendly. 

While the two leaders Indicated 
they are anxious to have a better 
understanding between their two 
countries, neither was reported reody 
toi modify his views. Nevertheless, 
the result of their talks was the eas- 
ing of strained relations. 

Turbulence Noted 

Today's news conference was tur- 
bulent at times, with sobie Indian 
reporters obviously hostile 'particu- 
larly In asking questions shout 
Kashmir and Ooa. Dulles' statement 
last fall that he considered Goa to 
be a province of Portugal caused sn 
uproar here. Dulles told questioners 
he never expressed hhnself on the 
merits of either of these two con- 
troversies. 

Dullefl was asked If arms aid to 
Pakistan might cause an arms race 
and force India Into following 
Egypt's decision to buy Communist 
arms. 

"We have offered India arms In 
the past," he added, saying the of- 
fer still stood. "There Is no reason 
why India should go Egypt's way."
